This is Chinook baby raising. The 
Sainoans iiiease their childroii in tor- 
ture cradles, faces upward, and iiiipe<io 
the growth of tho skull with weights 
ot flat stones.— -Dmie's MagatiM.

How to Prevent Forging. 

ThiM-e i.-i no driver of a horao but that 
ha.s felt the annuyanco that rosuiU from 
forging, in- the striking of tho forward 
shoi- by the hind ones In traveling, 
and yet this can bo prevented. The 
occasion of tbe forging Is, the hind feet 
are thrown forward and strike the for 
ward or front feet before they can got 
out of tho way, a result ot the action of 
the horse, which must be corrected, 
which la explained In "Artistic Horse 
Shoeing." aad which is accomplished 
by lining a heavy toe-weight shoe on 
the frdnt feet to make the horse reach 
further. After the front shoe baa been 
nailed on, take a rule and measure the 
distanoe from the coronet to tho bottom 
part of the toe. observing tho Hiant of 
tho foot. Meaauring the hind foot in 
tho same way, in most ca«0H it will bo 
found to bo from ono-quai ter to ono 
inch tho Hhortost, and Ihe hlioi ter tho 
foot Ihe quicker it can he rai'^i d. Now. 
by placing the shoe u|)()n the hind foot 
HO that the loe will project enough t*i 
make tho dintani'0 f-.'om the coninet to 
the bntl/ini of tbe toe the -^iiTne nn in 
the forward foot, and thru let the nhoo 
project well behind, making it a little 
heavy, Ihe foot will not bo niiaed as 
high 'I will not be thrown »h far for- 
ward, MM. I -.11 forging will be pruveiiled.
